"OUR NEWPORT •CORRESPONDENCE. 


NEWPORT, B. I., Ang- 28, '55. 


_Metsrt. Editor* :—What do the summer folks 
'o in Newport 1 
.-. 
. 


Do? Everything, to be «ure! That is, eve- 


rything that can be done /between the fifth of 
July »nd tenth of September, by such a compa- 
ny as is collected here—at the first resort in the 
country. So, of course, I shan't tell you all 
hey do. To begin with, they eat and sleep 
most vigorously. For the first fornight every 
one is dozy. After this, they get their eyes open 
und set themselves about the serious work of 
be season. First comes sea-butKing. I was 
old the bath had gone out of fashion, but find 
in inquiring that "this is not so. As many go 
>ut to the beach this year as ever. On pleasant 
ays five hundred persons are made cleaner and 
tronger by a play with the waves and the surf. 
The time for bathing is from ten to two, and 


he variety of patterns is one of the chief sights 
here ; the variety of attire of these plungers 


nd suimmers; the efforts at grace in the most 
awkward position possible; the number engaged 
n the sport—all furnish attraction for idlers who 
ine the cliff* and haunt the shore, drinking 
mall'beer, talking nonsense, and remarking on 
he appearance of the amphibious bipeds, who 
wim aud plunge and are washed ashore appa- 
ently for the amusement of the bystanders. 
Next to the bath comes riding and driving. 


These occupy the^P. M,, from four till seven.— 
And such drivei as Newport affords! "Over 
he Beaches," that is the great drive, when the 
ide is low. About a mile to thb first Beach, 
.yhere arc the bathing houses. This beach is a 
mile in length. Then about a mile across the 
jountry to the second beach, which is nearly 
wo miles long, and furnishes a hard, smooth 
loor, upon which the horses and carriages make 
ittle impression. On this beach, just at sunset, 
n a fair day, I have counted three hundred and 
fifty carriages. There they pass, to and fro, 
for three hours, with .the blue riplets playing at 
heir side, the ocean stretching away to infini- 
y. The cliffs and chasm called Purgatory and 
he rocks Paradise, on either hand frowning 
down as wo pass. 


Then there are rides into the country, and 


'down tho neck," and all about the Island, of 
great beauty. But usually the' dust i» » dvaw- 
jnck to all but the one " over the beaches,"— 
which seems to mo not only to bo the finest in 
Newport, but the finest I have ever known any- 
where iu the country. 


In the drives there are many places of his- 


;orical interest to visit. Near the second beach 
is the 'place in' tho rocks of Paradise, where 
Dean Berkely composed the " Minute Philoso- 
pher.'' "White Hall," his residence while here, 
is reached by a road, leading north a mile from 
the centre of this beach.- We asked the good 
old lady now occupying the philosopher's house, 
1 if this was tho house where Berkely lived f" 
' They say so !" was the reply. So little had 
the classic abode inspired the dame.! 


Places of revolutionary interest are numer- 


ous here, aud it speaks well for tho heart and 
head of this passing throng, that these places 
are much visited. 


After the drive comes the evening party. The 


musical soiree, or the hops,* after tho fashion 
" that passeth away" they are each splendid 
affairs. 


In the first place there are people enough to 


allow a selection. So the party may be as good 
as possible. Then the music is grand—the 
Germanians, and the hopping—but /don't hop 
—how should I know? it is said to be very 
graceful. Indeed the dancing of the ladies is 
graceful, and notwithstanding the want of grace 
exhibited by most of the gentlemen, it is still 
one of most defensible and pleasant amuse- 
ments of a summer resort. 


What do they do in Newport? In general 


what I have told in brief. But besides these 
things—a host of little businesses aro carried 
on. 


How tho hackmen flourish in the summer. 


How they lie and cheat! How the ice cream 
saloons dispose of arrowroot and skimmed milk 
at a shilling per glass! . How brandy the 25 cts. 
daguerrian galleries'are patronized by those 
young people who have found something in 
each other's eyes they would not forget, but 
never get the eyes well taken, alicays blurred! 
Speaking of these young people reminds me of 
another thing, not to be passed over. The 
walks by moonlight on the long piazzas of the 
Ocean House. Ah! what a fatal spot is that 
long piazza of tho second floor! How tho wil- 
low* sigh along each corridor. (By the by, what 
a significant fact that tho willow alone adorns 
this summer palaco with green, and shields it 
from the sun! How those long stretches of 
light above the house tops lead tho eye away to 
the glistening waters. -How the ear is soothed 
by their dying music, and the Germnninns down 
in the.hall «end'back the echo of the waves. 
What Jittlo feet can walk unchained here! 
what warm heart shall ever beat free again 
that has. found harmony hero in the sighing 
willows, and tho dying waves and tho changing 
music that comes up to this walk soft and sweet. 


But let the poetry go by! Here little foolish 


folk fall in love—and take their maida for wit- 
ness and run off next morning to ;the church 
and are married, and .come, .home about time 
for tho bath and ask their parents forgiveness— 
mother scolds!' puts;-their little' -hats on and 
co'ols'thetn by a more desperate plungo than 
common^on^the,.beach! .Some of these-mar- 
-f1age»,turn out .well... But many alas! bring no 
happiness nor peace beyond tho memory of 
Mat night on 'the piazza, in the moonlight, by 
the, willows—with the music all about, and the 
pressing hand of love^ine plighted bath—only 
a. sweet memory mingles with eternal -regret.

California Budget. 


The mails by tho North Star brings various 


items of news with an unusual record of bloody 
deeds. 


Tho two chief political parties have made 


their nominations for State officers. The tem- 
perance men and settlers will make separate 
nominations. 


A terrible massacre of some of tho inhabit- 


ants of Rancheria, Amador County, was porpo- 
trated by a party of Mexicans and Chilenos on 
tho 6th instant. Five valued citizens were mur- 
dered. Three Mexicans, were found guilty of 
murder in the above case, and after half an 
hour's time being allowed to prepare them- 
selves, were hung on one tree. While the trial 
was being conducted, tho outraged community 
turned out en masse and burned every Spanish 
houso in the place. After tho three were hung, 
the citizens of Raucheria .passed a resolution 
that no Mexican'shall hereafter reside at the 
above place. 


This was on Aug. 7th. On the next day other 


Mexicans were hung, aud on the 13th an awful 
eucountre took place in which tho Mexicans 
fought like fiends killing a sheriff. Tho Amer- 
icans then collected in bodies, and scoured the 
country, killing every Mexican they could find.

In San Francisco, on tho afternoon of Aug. 


2d, n store occupied by L. E. Ritter & Co., as 
a broker's establishment, was greatly damaged 
by a gunpowder explosion. It appears that 
Ritter & Co. held a mortgage for about §15,- 
000 upon the property of a man named Bryant, 
and that tho latter was either unable or unwil- 
ling to raise the mortgage or pay the rate of 
interest charged by tho firm. 


About 2 o'clock Bryant entered tho private 


office with a carpet bag, which ho placed on 
the floor near tho door, and commenced a 
conversation with Mr. Ritter. 


After a few minutes he deliberately inform- 


ed the three gentlemen present that he intend- 
ed to blow up the building, and warned them 
to leave; but before they could recover from 
the startling effects of his warning, ho drew 
from his pocket a small pistol and fired into 
tho carpet bag, which it appears was filled 
with gunpowder contained in tin flasks. 


The explosion demolished every article of 


furniture on tho lower floor, teariug down tho 
partitions and throwing large fragments through 
the windows into the street; but singularly 
enough, neither of tho four were scarcely in- 
jured. 


Bryant was immediately arrested, and tho 


matter will undergo judicial investigation.

THE GSEAT BATTLE OF THE TCHEBNAYA! 


An Accurate Account ! 
, 


The battle of the Tchornaya will bo as mem- 


orable as any of tho great conflicts in tho Cri- 
mea which have preceded it, and tho results 
will bo full aa dispiriting to the Russians. Tho 
letters of tho camp correspondents, giving an 
account of the battle, had not boon received, 
but the dispatches are full, and enable us to 
give an intelligible account of this important 
affair: 


On the morning of tho 16th of August, at 


daybreak, a Russian force of about 50,000 men, 
being all that could be spared from the defenao 
of Sebastopol, attacked tho position of the allies 
on the Tchernaya 
Tho attack was conducted, 


not by Gen. Liprandi, as at first reported, but 
by the Russian Commander-in-Chief, General 
Prince Gortschakoff. and it waa directed againat 
tho centre and right of the allied lines, com- 
posed of French and Sardinian forces, 


Between the positions of tho two armies, as 


any good map of the Crimea will show, there 
were interposed the river and the valley of tho 
Tchernaya, the Russians occupying the heights 
on tho right, the French and Sardinians on tho 
left of that river. It was well known that tho 
Russians had strongly fortified their position, 
.and tho allies had no less strengthened theirs. 
It was evident, therefore, thut^-hichever army 
first descended into the intervening valley 
would be exposed to tho crushing force of tho 
hostile artillery. 


At last, however tho Russiana determined to 


mako the effort to force tho French position, 
and moved down from their heights into tho 
ravine below, with a view to drive tho allies 
from tho left bank. 
-It was in fact, tho battle 


of tho Alma fought over again, tho opposing 
parties having changed places, and of course 
with a very different result. As the Russiana 
moved across the valley and through tho river, 
their dense masses presented a broad mark to 
their antagonists, who securely entrenched on 
tho heights above, plied them with a destruc- 
tive discharge of shot and shell, from musket, 
mortar and cannon, making great lanes in tho 
Russian rauka, and mowing them down by 
hundreds. 
The Russians never came to close 


quarters with their opponents; they never suc- 
ceeded in scaling tho heights on which tho al- 
lies were entrenched; ami though tho Russian 
officers, with their \vanton bravery, did their 
best to rally their men, and to lead them on in 
repeated charges up the hill, tho wrotchod 
serfs could not bo persuaded to faco'tho destruc- 
tive iron storm which was hailed down upon 
them. 


Tho allies were fully prepared for the attack 


which had been proceeded by several dnya of 
open or ill-concealed preparations .on the part 
of the enemy. The struggle waa of three hours 
duration, and the Russians were rej>u\ae<l with 
great slaughter. 
They left at least 2500 dead 


on tho field, amongst whom were three gcue- 
nerals ; 28 of their nfllcera and 1620 of their 
soldiers aro in tho French hospitals, and 400 
prisoners were taken, making a total loss of 
about 4558, 
Tho French had 181 killed and 


810 wounded, and General Delia Marmora re- 
porta that 200 of his men were put hors de com- 
bat ; so that tho total loss of tho allies appears 
to have been about J200.
